Louisville, Ky., filed 
petitions in 


United States District Court Wed- 
nesday, seeking to set aside two con- 
tracts with Caldwell & Co., Nashville. 
The petition said that both contracts 
were made while the Nashville firm 
controlled the insurance company and 
that both operated to the unfair ad- 
vantage of Caldwell & Co. 


One of the contracts provided for 


purchase by Inter-Southern 
of the 


Home Life, Home Fire and Home Ac- 
cident Insurance Companies, all of 
Little Rock, Ark. The other was a 
"repurchase agreement" whereby the 
insurance company would be forced to 
buy back certain securities which it 
conveyed to Caldwell & Co. 


This r ;.iinent, the bill said, "was 


intended to and did result in un- 
fair advantage to" Caldwell & Co. 


The petition seeking to set aside In- 


ter-Southern's purchase of the,Home 
companies charged that Caldwell & 
Co. did not keep its agreement to 
substitute "clean assets" or cash for 
"questionable" assets of the 
Home 


companies. 


Both petitions named Caldwell & 


Co., its receivers and others as de- 
fendants. 


A,i>ts Return of Stock

turn of 338,666 2-3 shares of its stock 
given Caldwell & Co. in part pay- 
ment for 60 per cent of the stock of 
each Arkansas company. It ofered to 
return the Home stock and waive its 
..claim to $750,000 cash and $1,010,875.16 
In securities which the bill said have 
been delivered to Caldwell & Co. in 
payment for the Home stock. 


Defendants in this suit were Cald- 


well & Co. and receivers for Caldwell 
& Co., A. B. Banks & Co. of Little 
Rock and J. K. Riffel, trustee in bank- 
ruptcy for the company; 
Vann M. 


Howell & Co., Little Rock and J. K.' 
Riffel, trustee in bankruptcy for the 
firm; the three Home companies and 
James J. Harrison. 


The bill ascrled that Caldwell & 


Co. contracted to purchase the Home 
stock from A. B. Banks & Co., Vann 
M. Howell & Co., A. B. Banks and 
James J. Harrison. 


The petition said that Culdwell & 


Co. was to have removed the "ques- 
tionable" assets by selling them back 
to Banks, Harrison and Banks Com- 
pany. The Howell Company, Cald- 
well & Co. and others were defendants 
to the suit seeking to void the repur- 
chase agreement. 


J. J. Harrison, vice president of the 


Home Life Insurance Company, issued 
the following statement last night in 
conoction with the petitions filed at 
Nashville: 


"I do not know the purpose of the 


Inter-Southern Insurance Company in 
filing this suit. The assignment of 
538,666 2-3 shares of Inter-Southern 
stock to the Home Life 
Insurance 


Company by A. B. Banks and asso- 
ciates last November was made at the 
instance of C. G. Arnett, president of 
the Inter-Southern. 


"Mr. Arnett said this action by Mr. 


Banks and associates was necessary to 
induce the Keystone Holding Com- 
pany of Hammond, Ind., to complete 
its contemplated purchase of Inter- 
Southern stock. The sale to the Key- 
stone group was completed on De- 
cember 22, 1930, at Nashville, Tenn., 
bv a cash payment in excess of $2,- 
000,000. 


"Following this sale the Inter-South- 


ern Life Insurance Company agreed to 
advance §300,000 to the Home Life In- 
surance Company to assist the com- 
pany in its normal operations. Under 
this agreement $50,000 was advanced 
December 31. 


"The annual stockholders meeting of 


the company, scheduled for Thursday, 
was adjourned until Friday at the re- 
quest of Mr. Arnett, who stated that 
he would come to Little Rock on that 
date to confer with the instance 
commissioner regarding future plans 
for the Home Life."

Officers here expressed an opinion 


that the bandits are the same that 
robbed a bank at Timpson, Texas, 
January 8, as the descriptions tally. 


In the Timpson robbery, the bandits 


abandoned their car in the woods near 
the town, the same procedure follow- 
ed by the Redwater bandits. 


Investigators scoffed at the theory 


that the two were Bowie county resi- 
dents, saying that they would not have 
attempted the holdup unmasked if 
they were. 


They stole a car from Leon Missil- 


dinc, New Boston merchant, a short 
time before the robbery try. Missil- 
dine said he saw them sitting in the 
car outside his store Tuesday morn- 
ing but thought nothing of it at the 
time, noticing that the car was miss- 
ing a few minutes later. Missildine 
recognized neither o£ the youths. 


The bandits held guns on R. W. 


Hanks, cashier, and Miss Eura Lang- 
ston, teller, but lost their nerve at 
inability to get into the money cages 
immediately, a locked door barring 
their progress from the bank lobby. 


Miss Langston was given credit for 


frustrating the robbery. She ran into 
a filing room in the rear when the 
bandits entered with guns drawn and 
a crowd had gathered by the time 
she obeyed the bandits' order to come 
out.
